Absent-Minded 

STATE COLLEGE, PA. I Young women who have 
trouble concentrating might just need more 
iron in their diets, researchers say. 

Women in a Penn State study who were 
iron- deficient performed significantly worse 
on memory and attention tests than healthy 
women, and an iron supplement was all it 
took to correct the problem. 

Iron, an oxygen -carrying component of 
blood, is especially important for women, 
whose bodies absorb less iron than men and 
lose it more frequently because of blood loss 
during menstruation. 


May Need Iron 

Doctors have long known that anemia 
brought on by iron deficiency can cause 
fatigue, irritability and difficulty concentrat- 
ing. But most research on less -severe iron 
deficiency has been limited to children, said 
Lisa Ritchie, director of the dietetics program 
at Harding University in Searcy, Ark. 

The study found that women ages 18 to 35 
suffered many of the same effects from iron 
deficiency. Women who did poorly in tests to 
gauge attention and memory performed as 
well as the others after they increased their 
iron intake, lauran neergaard (ap)

U.S.-Iraqi patrols into city 
delayed by ongoing violence 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I U.S. warplanes pounded 
Fallujah with 500 -pound laser-guided bombs 
Wednesday and Marines battled insurgents 
near a train station and in neighborhoods 
that had seemed to be quieting. American 
forces decided to delay potentially danger- 
ous patrols into the besieged city. 

The violence, carried on live television, 
came as the United States was under increas- 
ing international pressure to prevent a reviv- 
al of the bloodshed seen in 
the city during the first two 
weeks of April. 

“Violent military action 
by an occupying power 
against inhabitants of an 
occupied country will only 
make matters worse,” UN. 

Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan said. “It’s definitely time, time now 
for those who prefer restraint and dialogue 
to make their voices heard.” 

Commanders in Iraq said the Marines 
were responding to guerrilla attacks and 
that the military was sticking to a more 
than two -week- old halt in offensive opera- 
tions to allow negotiations. 

Late in the day, the U.S. officials announced 
that Marine patrols into the city due to start 
Thursday had been delayed a day. The United 
States decided over the weekend to send in the 
patrols of Marines and Iraqi security forces to 
establish a semblance of control. But with ten- 
sions rising. Marines moving on foot through 
the city streets would almost inevitably draw 
guerrilla attacks — which could then trigger 
heavier fighting, jason keyser (ap)

U.S. Charges 4 Under New 
Law Against Spam E-mails 

U.S. authorities charged four people 
in Detroit on Wednesday with e- 
mailing fraudulent sales pitches for 
weight-loss products, the first crimi- 
nal prosecutions under the govern- 
ment’s new “can spam” legislation. 
They were accused of disguising 
their identities in hundreds of thou- 
sands of e-mail sales pitches, (ap) 

SAN FRANCISCO 

Calif. High Court to Hear 
Gay Marriage Challenge 

The California Supreme Court plans 
to hear oral arguments May 25 on 
whether San Francisco’s mayor 
had the authority to issue same- 
sex marriage licenses. The seven- 
member court said Wednesday it 
would devote two hours to the argu- 
ments. The high court stopped gay 
marriages at San Francisco’s City 
Hall last month after 4,000 gays 
were wed, pending the outcome of 
the legal challenges, (ap) 

WASHINGTON 

House Passes Bill to Cut 
Taxes for Married Couples 

The House voted Wednesday to 
lower taxes for some married 
couples, part of an election-year 
push to lock in some of President 
Bush’s most popular tax cuts. The 
bill, passed 323-95, would perma- 
nently change three parts of tax law 
that cause some married couples to 
pay higher taxes than they would as 
single individuals. The bill must still 
be approved by the Senate before it 
becomes law. (ap) 


Court Mulls Detention of U.S. Citizens 


Hears cases of men held as ‘enemy combatants’ 


WASHINGTON I The war on terrorism 
gives the government power to seize 
Americans and hold them without 
charges for as long as it takes to 
ensure they are not a danger to the 
nation, the Bush administration told 
the Supreme Court on Wednesday. 

Lawyers for two men detained by 
the government argued in reply that 
fighting terrorists cannot mean a 
president has unchecked authority 
to snatch U.S. citizens and hold them 
without a chance to plead their case. 

Two-and-a-half years after the 
Sept. 11 jetliner attacks that killed 
thousands, the nation’s highest 
court considered far-reaching 


questions about civil liberties, law 
and America’s security in a changed 
world. By their words in court, a 
majority of justices seemed to give at 
least qualified sup- 
port to the Bush 
administration. 

The justices 
heard two cases 
about U.S. citi- 
zens being held as 
“enemy combat- 
ants.” Yaser Esam Hamdi was 
born in Baton Rouge, but grew up 
in the Middle East. Jose Padilla 
was born in Brooklyn and raised 
in Chicago. 


The American-born men, like 
foreign fighters also labeled enemy 
combatants and held abroad, have 
been in near solitary confinement, 
without access to courts, lawyers or 
the outside world. 

Only in the past 
month, with the 
Supreme Court 
about to hear their 
cases, have they 
been allowed to 
meet with lawyers. 
The back-to- 
back arguments Wednesday were 
the last of the current Supreme 
Court term. The justices are expect- 
ed to rule in the Hamdi and Padilla 
cases by July, anne gearan (ap) 


ON THE DOCKET 

On its final day hearing cases 
before the summer recess, the 
Supreme Court: 

Ruled clean-air regulators in 
California did not have the right 
to impose rules requiring private 
vehicles to use engines that burn 
clean fuel and produce lowemis- 
sions. 

Upheld a Republican- 
drawn redistricting planter 
Pennsylvania. Justice Antonin 
Scalia, writing forthe majority, 
said he would “declineto adju- 
dicate these political gerryman- 
dering claims” from other states 
as well.

Bush, Cheney to Testify 
Before 9/11 Commission 


WASHINGTON! President Bush has 
a good idea of the questions he’ll 
face and who will ask the toughest 
ones when he steps into the Oval 
Office on Thursday to talk private- 
ly with the commission investigat- 
ing the Sept. 11 attacks. His central 
theme is expected to be that he had 
no hint about when or where ter- 
rorists would strike. 

The White House said the ses- 
sion would not be adversarial. 
“This isn’t something where it’s a 
game of gotcha,” spokesman Scott 
McClellan said Wednesday. 

Bush and Vice President Dick 
Cheney will meet jointly with the 


commission beginning at 9 : 30 a.m. 
for what is expected to be several 
hours of questions. White House 
counsel Alberto Gonzales and two 
members of his staff also will be 
present. 

Unlike the commission’s tele- 
vised hearings that produced some 
sharp exchanges, Thursday’s meet- 
ing will not have cameras or a ste- 
nographer in the room and there 
will not be any record of what 
was said beyond note-taking.

Caverns sealed after 
deaths from carbon 
monoxide poisoning 

ST. PAUL, M I N N . I Alabyrinth of caves 
left by 1800s sandstone miners along 
the Mississippi River has long been 
a forbidden and sometimes dead- 
ly thrill for teenagers, who ignore 
the keep -out signs and thwart the 
city’s efforts to seal off the passages. 

On Tuesday, the caves again 
proved lethal: Three teens died, 
apparently of carbon monoxide 
poisoning, perhaps from a fire 
smoldering inside the caverns. 

Killed were Nicholas Lee Larson, 

Natalie Lorraine Vanvorst and 
Patrick Gerard Dague, all 17. A 17- 
year- old boy was rescued and his 
condition was upgraded Wednesday 
from critical to serious. A fourth boy 
escaped and alerted authorities. 

Fire Chief Douglas Holton said 
the teens entered through a small 
opening, about 3 by 5 feet. Once 
inside, they could stand up, he 
said. The dead were found about 
600 feet in. 

At least five other people have 
died in the caves in the past two

decades. 

Over the years, the city has 
tried to keep people out by post- 
ing warning signs, boarding up

On Wednesday, dirt, boulders 
and fresh- cut logs were piled up in 
front of the entrance that the vic-

CBS Airs Photos Showing 
Alleged Abuse of Iraqis 


NEW YORK I U.S. military police 
stacked Iraqi prisoners in a human 
pyramid, and attached wires to one 
detainee to convince him he might 
be electrocuted, according to photo- 
graphs obtained by CBS News which 
led to criminal charges against six 
American soldiers. 

CBS said the photos, shown 
Wednesday night on “60 Minutes 
II,” were taken late last year at Abu 
Ghraib prison near Baghdad, where 
American soldiers were holding hun- 
dreds of prisoners captured during 
the invasion and occupation of Iraq. 

In March, the U.S. Army 
announced that six members of 
the 800th Military Police Brigade 


faced court martial for alleged- 
ly abusing about 20 prisoners at 
Abu Ghraib. The charges includ- 
ed dereliction of duty, cruelty and 
maltreatment, assault and indecent 
acts with another person. 

One picture, according to CBS, 
shows an Iraqi prisoner who was 
told to stand on a box with his head 
covered and wires attached to his 
hands. CBS said the prisoner was 
told that if he fell off the box, he 
would be electrocuted. 

In another photograph, CBS 
said, prisoners’ bodies were stacked 
in a pyramid, and one man had a 
slur written in English on his skin.

Gore Gives $6M 
From 2000 Bid 
To Democrats 

WASHINGTON |A1 Gore, drawing 
from his 2000 campaign accounts, 
said Wednesday he will donate more 
than $6 million to five Democratic 
Party groups and help John Kerry 
fight President Bush’s “outrageous 
and misleading” re-election bid. 

The former vice president 
pledged to donate $4 million to the 
Democratic National Committee. 
The party’s Senate and House com- 
mittees each will get $I million. 

Most of the money comes from 
Gore’s general election legal and 
accounting compliance fund. 
Gore could not transfer or donate 
the money directly to the Kerry 
campaign. But by transferring it 
to the DNC and other committees, 
restrictions under which the money 
was originally raised would no lon- 
ger be in effect, Federal Election

S. Korean Ship Heads North 
With Aid for Blast Victims 

A South Korean ship brimming 
with emergency supplies sailed 
Wednesday for North Korea as part 
of a massive effort to help thousands 
of people injured or left homeless in 
last week’s deadly train explosion. 
The North rejected Seoul’s offer to 
truck supplies overland, across the 
heavily fortified border separating 
the rivals, delaying the supplies’ 
arrival by several days, (ap)

Sailors With Safety Concerns 
Allowed to Leave Submarine 

Eleven sailors on a British nuclear 
submarine expressed fears about 
its safety and were allowed to leave 
the vessel, the Defense Ministry said 
Wednesday. The crewmen on the 
HMS Trafalgar were not facing dis- 
ciplinary action, a spokesman said, 
adding that the navy was “totally con- 
fident” of the vessel’s safety, (ap) 

PAKISTAN 

Pakistan to Reduce Size 
Of Army by 50,000 Soldiers 

For the first time, Pakistan will 
reduce the size of its army, but offi- 
cials said Wednesday the planned 
reduction by 50,000 men will not 
hurt fighting strength. Pakistan has 
an army of more than 500,000 sol- 
diers and spends about 20 percent 
of its $14 billion budget on defense. 
The huge burden of the armed forc- 
es on Pakistan’s finances has been 
largely justified by enmity with larg- 
er neighbor India, but tensions have 
eased in recent months, (ap) 


Marines Tailor Fighting in Fallujah 


Troops decide not to 
patrol dangerous area 
at center of volatile city 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I In the ancient slum 
at Fallujah ’s heart. Marines rely on 
high-tech equipment, night vision 
and the fearsome AC -130 gunship. 
But their Sunni foes have their own 
advantages — the labyrinth of alley- 
ways that offer deadly ambush sites 
shielded by a civilian population. 

The Golan slum, home to some 
40,000 people, has seen three days 
of intense combat, with Marines 
fighting mainly from the air 
with precision weapons. If they 
enter in force, it will mean dead- 
ly urban warfare. U.S. forces are 
so concerned that when Marines 
begin moving through Fallujah 
on patrols with U.S. -trained Iraqi 
security forces on Friday, they will 
skip Golan. 

“They’re so butt-up against the 
bad guys right now that to try to do 
a joint patrol would probably just 
be an invitation to get guys shot 
up,” said Marine Ft. Col. Brennan 
Byrne, who commands a battalion 
based in the city’s southern indus- 
trial zone. 

But U.S. forces will eventually 
have to deal with it. The neighbor- 
hood is at the heart of the command 
structure of guerrillas throughout 
the city west of Baghdad, said 
Byrne. 

Marines say a key concern is to 
avoid harming civilians wedged 
in the middle. To fight the insur- 
gents but keep casualties down, 
U.S. forces have turned to the air.

Islamic fighters rise up 
in Muslim south; 107 
killed after failed raids 

PATTANI, THAILAND I Aheap of bodies 
in a bullet- scarred mosque attested 
to a sharp and sudden upsurge of 
separatist violence Wednesday in 
Thailand’s Muslim south. 

While the prime minister said the 
issues involved were strictly local, 
some tied the clashes to the country’s 
support for the war in Iraq. Thailand 
has about 450 troops in Iraq and has 
cooperated closely in efforts to catch 
terrorists in Southeast Asia. 

Police said they shot and killed 
107 Islamic fighters — including 32 
inside the mosque — after repelling 
attacks by hundreds of militants. 

The violence began when the 
militants, mostly teenagers, stormed 
about 15 police stations and govern- 
ment buildings in three provinces. 
Three police and two soldiers were 
killed in the attacks, officials said. 

Prime Minister Thaksin Shina- 
watra said the militants’ defeat 
would help end an Islamic insur- 


gency that has simmered for 
decades in this Buddhist nation’s 
impoverished south. 

Muslims, 5 percent of Thailand’s 
64 million people, are a majority in 
the thin southern peninsula. They 
have long complained of religious 


and economic repression by the cen- 
tral government in Bangkok. 

Thaksin insisted no foreign ter- 
rorists were involved, though the 
area is believed to have been used 
as a hiding place for militants linked 
to al Qaeda, alisa tang (ap)

MADRID, SPAIN | A Moroccau fugi- 
tive sought in connection with the 
March 11 train bombings in Madrid 
was indicted Wednesday on charges 
of helping to plan the Sept. 11 attacks 
in the United States — the first sus- 
pect linked to both attacks. 

Amer Azizi, 36, helped organize a 
July 2001 meeting in northeast Spain 
that key plotters in the U.S. attacks, 
including Mohamed Atta, used to 
finalize details.

AUTOMOBILESI The average quality 
of new cars and trucks improved 
significantly in the past year, but 
no one fared better than once- 
suspect Korean brands, which 
for the first time topped domestic 
and European automakers in initial 
quality, according to a study of 2004 
models released Wednesday. 

Led by Hyundai, Korean-brand- 
ed vehicles have reduced initial qual- 
ity problems by 57 percent in the past 
six years — dropping from 272 prob- 
lems per 100 vehicles in 1998 to 117 
problems per 100 vehicles this year, 
according to the annual report from 
J.D. Power and Associates. 

Toyota Motor Sales USA repeat- 
ed as the company with the highest 
overall initial quality, with 101 prob- 
lems per 100 vehicles — 18 fewer 
than the industry average. 

Toyota’s Lexus brand was again 
tops among all nameplates with 87 
problems per 100 vehicles — six 
fewer than No. 2 Cadillac, (ap)

Montgomery County 
officials plan to drain 
lake after discovery 

WHEATON, MD. I A Montgomery 
County lake will be drained as early 
as Thursday after an angler caught 
a Northern snakehead in its waters 
this week, the same voracious non- 
native fish that infested a Crofton, 
Md., pond two years ago. 

State officials said the 19 -inch 
fish, a hardy species that can trav- 
el on land and eats so much it can 
destroy an ecosystem, was pulled out 
of Pine Lake in Wheaton Regional 
Park Monday afternoon. 

Biologists from the state 


Department of Natural Resources 
used electric shocks Tuesday to 
check the lake and did not find 
any other snakeheads. Wire mesh 
was placed over the pipe that leads 
out of the lake to prevent any that 
may remain from escaping. 

The fish is believed to be about 
4 years old, but how long it had 
been in the lake, how it got there 
and whether it is a male or female is 
not known, said Steve Early, assis- 
tant fisheries director for DNR. 

Early said the state does not 
consider it to be a serious environ- 
mental threat, because only one 
snakehead was found and it is not 
yet spawning season for the fish.

Velazquez is set to ride Pollard’s 
Vision in the Derby, and Santos will 
be aboard Limehouse. 

If the two men don’t ride, substi- 
tute jockeys could be assigned.

There’s nothing like a sad song to 
make the mopiest miserabilist feel 
that his pain goes not unheard. Both 
bands recently placed songs in the 
upper reaches of BBC 6 Music’s poll 


of Songs That Saved Your Life. 

The Cure’s “Pictures of You,” off 
1989’s “Disintegration,” hit the No. 
4 spot. It was bettered by R.E.M.’s 
“Everybody Hurts” and, in a bit of 
a headscratcher. Bowling for Soup’s 
“Girl All the Bad Guys Want.” But 
firmly ensconced in the top slot were 
Moz and Co., with “I Know It’s Over,” 
off 1986’s “The Queen Is Dead.”

New York’s favorite 
female Asian-British 
DJ rocks the house 

OUT&ABOUTI Rekha Malhotra 
would like you to know that “a taste 
of bhangra” does not involve curry; 
it involves a visit to the Black Cat 
this Friday. 

Malhotra, a New Yorker bet- 
ter known as DJ Rekha, has 
led the boom in South Asian 
dance music since the mid-’90s. 
Both her Basement Bhangra 
nights and Mutiny dance parties 
became required scene-making 
stops for hip-hop luminaries like 
OutKast and Jay-Z. The parties 
also introduced North America 
to multi-culti acts like Talvin 
Singh (of Cornershop), Asian Dub 
Foundation and Panjabi MC. 

Bhangra originated as folk dance 
music in the Punjab region, which 
straddles the India-Pakistan border. 
As South Asians formed communi- 
ties in England, young transplants 


discovered the bhangra beat lent 
itself to hip-hop, house and drum 
’n’ bass. DJ Rekha, who was born 
in London and raised in New York, 
first spun modern bhangra at her 
Queens College radio station. Before 
long, she had her own night at the 
legendary S.O.B.s. nightclub. It 
became a melting pot for ravers, 
hip-hoppers and young South 
Asians. 

Rekha is a pioneer not just in 
Bhangra but also as a woman in 
the overwhelmingly male world 
of DJ culture. Her advocacy also 
includes “Take Back the Decks,” a 
showcase for female DJs or those 
who want to be. It’s a chance for 
the curious to put hands on the 
steel wheels, try things out and 
feel no pressure to compete. But 
on Friday, it’s all about sounds from 
the global underground and all the 
different flavors of throwing down.

Park’s Peaceful Politics 


MUSIC I Mom rolls her eyes. She 
wonders what the world has come 
to when kids these days get giddy 
about a band she thinks is called 
Skanky Pickle. Back in her day, 
bands had sensible names. Like 
Bread, or Vanilla Fudge, or Wild 
Cherry. 

Bet Mom would like Mike Park, 
though. He was the mastermind 
behind ska revivalists Skankin’ 
Pickle and the entrepreneur behind 
Asian Man records. His relatively 
mom-friendly solo album, “For the 
Love of Music,” departs from his 
punk past with lots of stripped- 
down acoustic songs.

Park’s difficult experiences as a 
Korean American partly inspired 
his Plea for Peace Foundation, a 
charity to promote peace and unity.

In nearly 40 cit- 
ies, the tour provides a soapbox to 
talk politics and to promote voter 
registration among young adults.

Looting Ain’t Easy

Traveling to the Galapagos 150 
years before Darwin, Dampier came 
first upon the notion of the “sub- 
species.” Sailing the South Seas 
80 years before Cook, he spied the 
breadfruit that launched the voy- 
ages of Captain Bligh. 

Though it is said that Dampier, 
also an expert hydrographer, was a 
scientist for the ages, his approach 
to funding his explorations was per- 
haps best suited to his own time.

FAITH AND LEADERSHIP | “Frontline” 
(9 p.m., PBS) examines President 
Bush’s religious faith in “The Jesus 
Factor.” The documentary devotes 
roughly equal time to the personal 
and political ramifications of Bush’s 
very public embrace of religion. 

The first half discusses how 
Bush turned to Bible study and had 
a “born again” experience while he 
was wrestling with alcohol addic- 
tion and marital problems. 

The second half shows how 
young Bush helped his father, an 
Episcopalian, reach out to America’s 
Evangelical population, and that 
Bush’s experiences on presiden- 
tial campaigns showed him how 
an appeal to religious voters could 



succeed in Texas and beyond. 

“Jesus” suggests that Bush maybe 
the most openly religious president 
in generations, but it fails to discuss 
religion in other presidents.
